Report of the Superintendent. 


Gentlemen of the School Board : 


HAVE the honor to present to you, herewith, my second 
annual report of the Public Schools of the City of Plainfield. 
The one noticeable feature of the school year has been the 
large increase in the enrollment of the schools, the total of the 
year being 2048, an increase of 199 over that of last year. By 
departments, the enrollment was 1421 in the primary (the first 
five years and the kindergarten, ) 462 in the grammar, and 165 
in the high school. ‘The excellence of our schools and of the 
High School in particular is bringing new residents into the 
city and drawing more and more from the private schools and 
those without the city limits, the tuitions from non-resident 
pupils being $2,478. for the year.

ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The predictions of my last report, as to over crowding in 
the spring were amply fulfilled. It became necessary to put a 
class on half time in the Washington, the Bryant and the 
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Franklin Schools because there was not enough room to receive 
all the pupils. The classes were arranged so that half come in 
the forenoon and half in the afternoon, each child being in 
school but half a day. A new room was also opened at the 
Irving School to meet the increase there. The promotions at 
the end of the year have relieved this crowding a little, but it 
will probably be still worse in the spring of 1895, particularly, 
if the enrollment is increased nearly two hundred as it was this 
year. 

To many people, the problem of school accommodations 
seems very much like that of packing clothes-pins in boxes. 
If you have ten boxes, that willhold fifty pins each, there can 
be no crowding till every box has fifty, and the surplus of one 
box has simply to be turned into another. Hence it happens, 
that the question is asked. ‘‘How can there be crowding when 
Miss ———— class has but thirty-five pupils?’’ ‘‘ Why don’t 
you put fifty pupils in every room and save space and ex- 
pense ?”’ 


There are three answers to such questions : 


/irst,—Children cannot be packed like pins. If the seventh 
grade has forty and the fourth sixty, it would be very easy to 
equalize them if we were dealing with pins, but it is quite an- 
other matter with children. They are three years apart in 
their work and the addition of those ten pupils to relieve the 
fourth grade nearly doubles the work of the teacher of the 
seventh grade since they must be in a seperate class in all their 
studies. This would not only unduly burden the teacher, it. 
would be a loss to the pupils. 


Second.—In most grades, but particularly in the lower 
classes, fifty pupils is too many for one teacher to discipline and 
instruct effectively. The individual pupil will not be so closely 
studied by the teacher, many deficiencies will be overlooked, 
the work will not be as thorough, and at the end of the year 
more pupils will fail to be promoted than would be the case 
if the teacher had but forty. 


Third.—Our school rooms are not suitable for seating fifty 
pupils and to put that number in them regularly, or otherwise 
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than as a temporary necessity, would be a physical wrong to the 
children, against which thoughtful parents should. earnestly 
protest. The minimum requirement of school room inspectors 
is 250 cubit feet of air space for each pupil. For rooms the size 
of ours, 24 x 30 x 13 feet, this would give a seating capacity of 
about thirty-eight. This is on the supposition of perfect venti- 
lation. When one takes into consideration the fact that our 
ventilation is, but little more than half what is required by law 
in some states there appears a double reason why the number 
of forty pupils to a room should be exceeded only under 
compulsion of necessity. 


DAFT Y FOR THE CHILDREN. 


For the benefit of parents of pupils in the Stillman School 
who have felt anxiety about the condition of the building, it 
may be well to say in this report that the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment has carefully examined the building and pronounced 
it safe. 

Regarding danger from fires, there are but two of the 
buildings that have class rooms on the third floor and the quest- 
ions of providing these with fire escapes is under consideration. 
In every school where the second story is occupied there has 
been a ‘‘fire drill’’ instituted, by which every child in the 
building may be sent out in two minutes or less. This drill is 
performed a tintervals without notice as in case of a fire. In 
all of the buildings there are two staircases and in all but one 
the stairs are of iron. The parents may therefore feel assured 
that the danger from fire is very small indeed. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The entering class enrolled 71, while the graduating class 
numbered 24. ‘The school is now on the approved list of a 
large number of colleges to which it can send its graduates on 
certificate without an entrance examination. Of the class of 
1893, there are pupils pursuring further study in the follow- 
ing colleges and higher schools: Amherst College, three ; 
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Rutgers College, two; Smith College, two; Framingham 
Normal School, two; Wellesley College, Lehigh University, 
Denison University, Oberlin College, University of the City 
of New ’York, Columbia Law School, Massachusetts Institute 
of Technlogy anda Business College, one each. | 

The school has three clearly defined courses of study, of 
four years each: the Classical Course, designed to fit pupils 
for a Greek course in any college; the General Course, de- 
signed to give a good general education to the pupils that are 
not going to college and also to prepare for a college course 
where Greek is not required; the English Course, for the 
pupils that do not wish to take Latin. Considerable latitude 
is given in the choice of studies, the aim being to meet the 
special needs of each pupil, in accordance with the wishes of 
his parents. 

The study of Spencer’s Inventional Geometry has been in- 
troduced into the first year work with very satisfactory results 
in opening up the minds of the pupils and teaching them to 
think for themselves. . 

As far as is practicable, the instruction in the school is 
being specialized, each of the six teachers carrying on but one 
or two lines of study, instead of devoting himself to the varied 
work of one class as heretofore. 

We are making special efforts to give a strong drill in En- 
glish to every pupil in the school. In addition to the regular 
class work in Lockwood’s Higher English, in Rhetoric and in 
English Literature, each pupil devotes two or three periods a 
week, throughout the four years, to drill in English and in the | 
study of Literature. : 

While we have no facilities for physical training, the 
education of the body is not entirely neglected, one hour per 
week being devoted to open-air drill in marching and military 
manceuvers, with the aim of giving erectness of carriage and 
alertness and grace of motion. 

The plan of graduation exercises adopted last year proves 
very acceptable. All essays except the salutatory and vale- 
dictory have been dropped and an address by some good 
speaker substituted, the address this year being by Dr. H. L. 
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Wayland of Philadelphia. As a result of the change, six or 
eight weeks of school have been gained for the graduating 
class, their regular schcol work continuing unbroken almost 
to the very last day of the year. Much time and energy of 
the senior teacher is also saved for the regular school work. 

Occasionally the question is asked whether the time re- 
quired to complete the High School course can not be shortened. 
Four years seems a long time to parents anxious for their son 
to get through college. There are few,.if any, preparatory 
schools that profess to fit a pupil for college in less than four 
years and many take more time, No doubt a bright boy may 
be put under a private teacher and the requisite amount of 
Latin and Greek crammed into him in less than four years, 
and parents sometimes try this, but such parents are apt to 
forget the true end of school work which should be the train- 
ing and developing the mind, not merely cramming it with the 
information necessary to pass an examination. A good school 
should give a pupil much more than the mere knowledge 
necessary to meet the college requirements. It should give 
him power to think, ability to do independent work, good 
habits of study, neatness, and method in the presentation of 
his work, and general discipline and control of his power that 
shall enable him to make good use of his opportunities. This, 
I believe, our schcol gives its faithful pupils; but it is a work 
that requires time, and very few pupils could do it in less than 
four years. | 


GRAMMAR AND PRIMARY. 


In all the schools, but particularly in the grammar and 
primary, we lay much stress on carefulness of execution, neat- 
ness of appearance, and excellence of arrangement of all 
written work, and the reception given the work of our pupils 
when they go to colleges and other schools is very gratifying. 
This year special effort has been made not only to preserve the 
high standard of the work, but also to increase the rapidity of 
execution. 

In the Course of Study there have been some changes. In 
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arithmetic, changes have been made in the direction of intro- 

ducing in the earlier years topics that, in the past, have been 
left until higher arithmetic work was taken up. It is believed 
that, in an elementary way, nearly all the ordinary topics are 
within the comprehension of a young child and that they should 
be introduced in a simple way very early in the course so that 
by frequent use of the principles in easy problems the child 

may be already quite familiar with the principles when their 
regular book study is taken up and will not, therefore, find it 
so difficult, also that in case he leaves school before the book 

study is taken up he may still have had some acquaintance 
with the later subjects; that the work of arithmetic, in brief, 

should change, from year to year, not so much in the subjects. 
studied as in the difficulty of the work presented. To this end, 

applied numbers are well advanced in the second year, fract- 

ions (objectively ) in the third, decimals in the fourth and per- 

centage in the fourth and fifth. 

In geography, the work has been rearranged by topics 
rather than by pages so that the same work will not be covered 
in successive years in changing from the small book to the 
larger. 

As an advance in the matter of promotion, the seventh 
year grade was divide into two divisions according to ability, 
the brighter, more capable pupils being put into the higher 
division. Since this division, these brighter pupils have been 
advancing as rapidly as they are able to do the work, with the 
expectation that they will be collected from the three schools 
into one class next fall and finish their preparation for the 
High School in another year, while the slower division will 
take two years. (Our course is nine years below the High 
School.) ‘They will thus gain a year without losing any of the 
work, as is the case where pupils skip a grade. Another year, 
the fourth grade will be divided in hke manner, thus giving 
a strong, capable child opportunity to profit by his ability and 
do the nine years work in seven or eight without leaving any 
gaps by omitting the work of any year. This will go far 
toward meeting the objection that graded schools grind bright 
pupils and dull pupils through the mill with equal slowness. 
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I believe that it will also preserve and increase the brightness 
of many pupils, since they are not dulled by being kept back, 
when they might go faster and they always have a stimilus to 
do their best. It is a noticeable fact in making the selection 
this year, that a large proportion of the advanced division 
were pupils that had already received a double promotion and 
that these pupils were among the most capable of the division. 


TRUANCY. 


There is comparatively little truancy on the part of pupils 
that have once been enrolled in our schools; but the present 
method of taking the school census, independent of the School 
Board, puts it beyond our power to know anything of the 
children that do not at some time appear in one of our schools. 
It is, therefore, possible for such children to remain out of school 
all the year or-for a number of years, without interference on 
the part of the Board, unless some one interested should report 
the case. The Board knows nothing of the children in the 
city aside from those registered in the schools, except that there 
are 2,827 of the legal age as shown by the bills presented by the 
census takers. It would seem as if a system might be devised 
that would be of much assistance in enforcing the attendance 
law. 


NATURE STUDY. 


The schools have made a distinct advance during the year 
in the matter of science study. By the aid of the science 
teacher in the High School, Nature Study, consisting of obser- 
vation, description, and drawing, with allied reading where 
possible, has been begun in all grades. The work this year 
has been largely of the nature of pioneer work, getting the 
pupils and teachers accustomed to the regular treatment of the 
subject and familiar with its methods and aims. Plant life has 
been studied in the lower grades and minerals and physical 
science in the higher. It has been very satisfactory in inter- 
esting the children and sharpening their observation. 
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MORAL, TRAINING. 


With the belief that the school ought to do much in form- 
ing and strengthing the moral character of the child, it has 
been our constant effort to administer all the school affairs with 
this moral growth in mind. The moral effect on the child of 
all school discipline and of the school regulations should always 
be kept prominent in the mind of the teacher and every oc- 
casion that offers should be taken advantage of to forward it. 
It is by such means and by example, rather than by precept 
that moral training is given, and in the hands of an effective 
teacher, much most excellent work is done. 

During the fall, to inculcate thoughtfulness for others and 
to establish the feeling of universal kinship of mankind, Autumn 
leaves were collected and pressed by the children and sent to 
the University Settlement in New York by the superintendent, 
for distribution in the poor quarters. In the Spring and Sum- 
mer months, wild flowers were brought to school and a weekly 
collection was sent to New York, for distribution among the 
poor and in the hospitals. A most prominent feature of the 
observation of Thanksgiving Day was a thank offering by the 
children, of provisions of various kinds to a very considerable 
amount, for distribution among the needy in the city. 


TEACHERS. 


The prime essential for good schools is, of course, good 
teachers. In this respect, Plainfield is very fortunate. Fora 
long time her teachers have been very carefully selected. Our 
force now numbers fifty, exclusive of the music teacher who 
gives but a part of his time to this city. Of this number, 
thirty-nine are graduates of colleges, Normal Schools, or Train- 
ing Classes, while the rest are teachers of long experience and 
tried efficiency, who study their work and keep pace with the 
times. In filling vacancies, the greatest care is taken to secure 
the very best that we can find for the price that we are able to 
pay. Aside from the graduates of our training class, no candi- 
dates that have not a college or a normal training are consid- 
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ered. By private investigation, an estimate of their worth is 
obtained from their normal principal and from the authorities 
where they have taught, and none are appointed whose record 
is not excellent. We. are also fortunate in having but few 
changes from year to year, there being only four this year. 

As a measure for improvement and to increase their ef- 
ficiency, frequent meetings of the teachers in each building are 
held by the principals, the superintendent meets all the teach- 
ers once a month for the discussion of general questions and 
fundamental principles, and at other intervals, meetings of the 
teachers by grades or by groups are held to consider’ special 
points, while the High School teachers have been making a 
special study of Herbartian Psychology. Meetings are also 
regularly held by the drawing teacher, for the advancement of 
work in her department. 

With such teachers and such a spirit, we expect next year 
to do better work than ever.

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Explanation of Course of Study. 


HE Preparatory Course is planned to meet the general 
requirements for entrance to the classical course of the 
various colleges. It will be varied somewhat to meet 

the special requirements of particular colleges to which pupils 
may desire to go. 

The General Course is planned to furnish a good general 
education to those pupils that do not intend to go to college. 
It gives an almost continuous four years’ course in the three 
subjects—Language, Science, and Mathematics,—accompanied 
by a four years’ course of two exercises per week in English 
Language and Literature. By the addition of French or 
German during the last year or two, for which arrangements 
may be made with a private teacher, it will give a sound prep- 
aration for those colleges that accept a modern language in 
place of Greek. This course may. be varied by interchange 
between the Science and the History of the English course by 
a conference between the parents and the Principal. 

The English Course gives a four years’ training in the 
three subjects—History, Science, and Mathematics,—for those 
that do not desire Latin. English Language and Literature 
is provided by two exercises per week during the four years. 

Special work in composition is required regularly of all 
pupils throughout the course. In the third and fourth year 
declamations or recitations are required. 

Each pupil will have three regular class exercises per day 
with a minor exercise in music, authors, etc., except that 
those in the English course will have four regular class exer- 
cises the first year, since their studies are less difficult. Less 
than one-third of the school session is left for study. It is 
therefore necessary for each pupil to do most of his work 
at home. Parents would aid the school and benefit their 
children very much if they would see that a certain definite 
time each afternoon is kept sacred for this purpose. One 
of the most important reasons for adopting the one session 
plan was that this work might be done by daylight. The 
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amount of home study required will vary according to the 
ability and industry of the pupil, but one of average 
ability, who uses his school time faithfully, should do his 
home studies in about two and one-half hours. Some 
pupils will require more time than this; a few may possi- 
bly require less. Insufficient preparation at home quickly 
shows itself in the school work. 

In case of poor health, by a conference with the 
principal, arrangements may be made to lessen the pressure 
of the work by extending it over a longer term than four 
years, but a diploma will be granted only for the equiva- 
lent of four years work in the main studies. 

Parents that desire their pupils fitted for college should 
have them take Latin on entering the High School and 
notify the Principal definitely of their wishes as early in 
the course as practicable. 

Every effort will be made to meet the special necessi- 
ties of each pupil after a conference with the parents; but 
while a child is attending school, the school work should 
be the chief business of his daily life and, in justice to 
him and to the school, no outside matters can be allowed 
to interfere with the performance of school duties as fully as 
his strength will allow.
